Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-37 and 40-61 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a die press comprising: a cover being unitary with the 
platen, the cover slidably engaged with the opposing supports to guide the platen during 
operation of the press, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

Claim 24 is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a die press comprising: a cover being attached to the 
platen to define a unitary structure, the cover slidably engaged with the opposing supports to 
guide the platen during operation of the press and to resist torsional forces, in combination with 
the rest of the claimed limitations. 

Claim 32 is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a die press comprising: an upper platen positioned 
between the bearings and the base, the base including at least two rails extending from the base, 
the rail being adapted to support a die, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 
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Claim 36 is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a die press comprising: a center rail extending upward 
from the base, the rail having a chamfered corner, in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitations.
